This tightening of economic 
ties to Britain has naturally made 
many Gibraltarians leery of an 
eventual politics] connection with 
Spain, which claims sovereignty 
over the rock. “We have over the 
years created a rested interest in 
our 2anti-Spanish phobia,” observ- 
ed Joseph Emmanuel Triay, an 
urbane lawyer who favors auton- 
omy for Gibraliar within Spain. 
“You don’t vote against your 
job." 

Suspicions sbout Spain mm 
deeper than jobs. Having man- 
aged to keep a tidy little colonial 
democracy ticking along since the 
end of World War ΤΙ, the Gibral- 
tarlans tend to be rather con- 
descending about the Spaniards’ 
capacities for self-government. 
“My mother is Spanish,” said a 
taxi driver, “and she always told 
me to watch out for them. One 
government in one day, out an- 
other.

Since the frontier at La Linea 
was closed, some <Gibraltarians 
have vowed never t> set foot in 
Spain until the metal fence is 
formally opened.

If President Carter planned his fall trip 
by any method other than spinning a globe, 
it is not apparent. Eight countries on four 
continents in 11 days: it is an antic sched- 
ule, practically an absurd one. We can al- 
ready hear the assurances that the Pres- 
ident and his staff are iron men, impervious 
to jet lag and capable of wolfing down three 
state meals a day. Nonsense. The travel 
cannot fail to be exhausting. Mr. Carter 
will have hardly enough time, in blurred 
stops, for more than rushed briefings. Sub- 
stantive negotiations—other than those that 
might tbe prefabricated for consumption 
along the way—are out of the question. Or, 
at least, we hope they are. Whether his 
hosts will feel more honored by his presence 
than dismayed by his pace is perhaps an 
oper question. 

It's no secret, of course, how these things 
get out of hand. Is there a diplomat who 
could not give the boss four good reasons to 
go practically anywhere? But the various 
explanations offered by the ‘White House for 
Mr. Carter's particular choices are peculiarly 
eclectic. Either he will be visiting “coun- 
tries with which we have significant rela- 
tions” or those “playing an increasingly im- 
portant role.” Either his trip will “under- 
line traditional ties of alliance, of beliefs, of 
values” or “symbolize our willingness to 
cooperate” with systems that are different.

All this is not to say that the President

New York Stock Market 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (NYT).—The stock market stumbled again 
last week, reflecting a variety of negative influences. The Federal 
Reserve apparently tightened its monetary policy, and the govern- 
ment reported that the U.S. international payments deficit increased 
in the second quarter. The specter of a business slowdown increased 
following government report issued a week ago Friday that Indicated 
that Industrial production tast month had fallen by five-tenths of 
1 per cent.

The Dow Jones industrial average fell 17.67 points during the 
week to close on Friday at $39.14, its lowest closing level in 21 months, 
Trading volume on the New York Stock Exchange totaled 93.5 million 
shares compared with 87.5 million shares the preceding week. 

Another factor weighing on the market was the uncertainty over 
who would replace Bert Lance, who resigned Wednesday as budget 
director. His departure removed what many businessmen regarded 
as President Carter's mdést effective Hnk to the business community.
